"From Roberts to secretary of war: I

m., Feb. 16: 'General French

horse artillery, cavalry .and mounted 
infantry reached Kimberley this even- 
ing (Thursday.)"' 


From the fact that there is no men- 


tion of any battle and that Gen. French 
himself wires from Jacobsdal, which had 
previously been the Boer base of sup- 
plies for Magersfuntein, it is supposed 
the Boers retired'into the Orange Free 
State without offering battle.

Would He a Long Urtour. 


This retirement could be a long detour 


around the head of the British, advance 
to Bloemfontein or as seems to military 
students more practicable, he could 
withdraw to the north, using the rail- 
road for his guns and heavy baggage, 
moving to Fourteen Streams station, and 
thus into Transvaal territory. 


The Boers have no preparation to 


defend Bloemfontein and there is no par- 
ticular reason why Gen. Cronje should 


risk a battle to protect the capitol of the 
Free State. 


Frencli'n Whirlwind Rapidity 


'Modder Biver Camp, Feb. 16 -[Spe-

the gold standard bill was reported to 
the house today. The senate amend 
ments.were non-concurred in and a con- 
ference committee was appointed. 


Washington, Feb. 16—The passage 


of the gold standard bill in the United 
States senate last evening by a vote of 
46 to 29, was an event of prime im- 
portance. 
The result was reached with- 


out excitement or incident, and the de 
cisive roll call was announced without 
applaose. But the immense significance 
of the event was nevertheless felt by 
every senator present and by the large 
.number of spectators in the galleries. 
Still waters run deep, and some of the 
greatest achievements of progress in 
legislation are effected in the most un 
theatrical ways.

Standing or the States 


The forty-five states composing the 


great1' American Union are now repre- 
sented by eighty six senators, Pennsyl- 
vania-; Delaware, California and Utah 
having but one senator each. 
Classing 


Pennsylvania and California as for the 
gold istandard, as they will be bj the 
votes of two senators as soon as admit 
tad, and Delaware and Utah are against 
it, as they will be, we find that twenty- 
two states stand in the United States 
fur.the gold standard, thirteen",against 
it,'.and that the remaining ten states are 
divided, casting one vote each wny. In 
the last nao.ed category is placed South 
Dakota,, neither of whose senators voted 
today but Pettigrew was paired against 
the bill and Kyle is classed as for it. 


The states which voted solidly for the 


gold standard contain at this time, ac- 
cording to the latest eetsmates, 49,701,- 
000 .population, or 63.7 per cent, of tho 
whole population of the United States.

New York, Feb. 16—[Special Tele- 


gram J—Roland Molineaux convicted of- 
the murder of Mrs. Kate Adamp. was 
sentenced this morning to be electrocut- 
ed during the week beginning March 26, 
1900. 


After Molineaux's attorney had made 


a motion for a new trial, which was 
overruled, the convicted .man made a 
yghly dramatic address to the court. 
He declarad that his conviction was 
secured by perjured testimony. 


"The yellow journals of' this city 


hunted me down," he cried. 
"They 


wanted my blood and set a price upon 
my head, innocant or guilty," he cried 
n impassioned tones. 


"I never possessed the instruments 


used in the commission of -this crime. 
I 


never for an instant harbored a murder- 
ous design against any man." 


He compared his case with that of 


Dreyfus and in closing soid: 


"As for the conduct and statements of 


the prosecution 
in-ao.far as they re- 


lated to the innocent and lovely woman 
who bears nay name. I denounce them 
MS cowardly lies. The man who dragged 
my wife's name into this court I de- 
nounce here as a blackguard and a 
coward aud now am ready to hear my 
sentence. I am not afraid. I have 
nothing to fear because I know I am in- 
nocent." 
Sentence was then passed.

Chair of Forestry Should Be Established 


At State 
University—Interesting 


Letter From B. S. Hoxie, President 
of the Wisconsin Forestry Associa 
lion. 


Editor Gazette:— Under the heading. 


"University Should be Strengthened," 
as it appeared in The Gazette of the 14th 
inst , I wish to endorse what Mr. Fethera 
has to say as to the particular need 'of 
our State University, and at 'the same 
tii«e correct the impression as to the ex- ' 
pensfl of the proposed "Chair of For- 
estry " Ot-course a chair of forestry 
impiies a professor of forestry, and for 
tha first year perhaps the only addi- 
tional expense to tho university would 
be his salary. So Ear as I ' know there 
are today in tho United Statee only two 
colleges of Forestry, or practically only 
one supported by the state and this is by 
Cornell University wilh the work of 
demonstration in the Adirondack region. 
The other is at Berea College. Berea, 
Kentucky, which is more local and the 
work conducted an.d carried on without 
state aid. 


The state of New York within the past 


two years has purchased land in the 
Adirondacks costing nearly one and one- 
halt million dollars, and last year made 
an appropriation of $10,000 to establish 
the College of Foresty at Cornell. 


Foreotry means the production of 


wood crops just as agriculture means 
the production of food crops, but in this 
country until within a few years ago 
our source of timber supply WHS thought 
to be unlimited, nor hnd we given, much 
thought at to the influence or the rela- 
tion of forestry to agriculture or oven 
the necessity o( forest preserves at 'the 
head waters of out rivers. 


The 
wrbcklees 
destruction of the 


forests In all of our lumbering states has 
gone on so rapidly in . the past forty 
years; more particularly in the west and 
especially in our owj state, that now 
these states practically have disposed of 
all their timbered land's. This was true 
of Pennsylvania, and that state last year 
made purchase of 40,000 acres at the 
head waters of their three principal 
rivers and 
at 
a 
cost, of nearly 


81.000,000. 


Wisconsin has now over 300,000 acres 


of wild land, and is soon to be in the 
possession of 312,000 acres more, by .our 
settlement with the national government 
by an act of the last legislature. 
The 


most of these lands are unri,t for agri- 
cultural purposes, but owned and ad- 
ministered to by the state, selling only 
the ripe timber, which will bring far 
more than we ask now for the land; and 
allowing the 
woods to re-forest them 


selves. These and thousands of other 
acres, uro in some instances only wait 
ing to be turned over to the state, as 
soon as it will be cared for by proper 
commissioners or a forest warden. 


It will thus be seen that we will not 


have i[to purchase a largo tract of land' 
for experimental purposes, as Mr, Feth- 
ers haa intimated. The Wisconsin For- 
estry association, by its proper officers, 
has drawn up an outline or sjlabus of 
the work which may be carried on in our 
university; and that proposition was 
placed before the board ,o[ regents, We 1

The doctor said: "t have 
a funny kind of a proposition which 
has come up for you.' " The doctor 
then went on to tell, according to 
Judge Hunt's statement, that he (the 
doctor* was takitig an Interest in the 
Wellcome case, which he said lie un- 
derstood was not like ordinary cases 
in court. He had been told, he said. 
that it was largely a matter in the dis- 
cretion of the members of the court, 
continuing that he understood the dis- 
barment proceeding* to be a political 
fight largely and adding that while he 
flid not know Mr. Wellcome, he under- 
stood that he was a decent fellow. 


Judge Hunt said that he had replied 


».o all this to the effect that while there 
•was a certain amount of legal discre- 
tion permitted, the case would have to 
take its course just as any other case.
